The third centennial of the birth of 
Blaise Pascal, “ one of the Intellectual 
summits of humanity ,“ was recently 
celebrated in France. 
Pascal was an 
admirable writer, a penetrating philos­ 
opher, and a marvelous scientist. He 
died at the age of thirty -nine. 
Pascal is said to have been the first 
man who ever made a counting ma- 
ciiine that would work perfectly and 
accurately . 
It wa s then a very dif­ 
ficult and complicated tiling to count. 
;i- The decimal monetary sy stem had 
not y et been invented. 
V » ung Blaise undertook to keep his 
father’s accounts. Tf was then that he 
conceived rhe idea of making a count­ 
ing machine, say s the Detroit News. 
He worked on it ten y ears. As there 
was no gear sy stem in those day s he 
was obliged to make all his pieees 
himself out of blocks of metal, tiling 
them to the right shape and size. He 
overcame all difficulties and obtained 
a simple machine which made it pos­ 
sible to make very complicated cal­ 
culations. All counting machines used 
today are based on this same prin­ 
ciple.

Space forbids mentioning the names of the noble 
men and women who throu gh the centu ry have 
labored and are laboring with hearts, hands and 
means in all departments of the chu rch in this 
ou r corner of the Lord's vinevard. 


HISTORICAL SKETCH 
On September 13th, 1822, the first Presbyterian 
Chu rch of Circleville was organized, with William 
b u r to n, pastor, twenty members and two elders; 
meetings for several years were held in the Cou rt 
Hou se. 
In 1828, when the membership was fifty- 
fou r, a small brick chu rch was bu ilt on the present 
site, and after a spiritu al revival, fifty-six acces­ 
sions took place. 
Mr. Pu tnam followed Mr. Bu rton. 
Du ring his 
pasto rate a controversy in the chu rch at large sepa­ 
rated the congregation into New and Old Schools. 
The majority, adhering to the New School, retained 
the present site, while the minority, of abou t seven­ 
teen, 
peacefu lly 
withdrawing, 
formed the 
Old 
School, afterw ards k nown as the Central Chu rch, 
their meetings being held in variou s places, u ntil 
a small frame chu rch was bu ilt on what is now East 
Main Street, near Cou rt. 
In 1844, the First Chu rch called the popu lar 
and beloved Dr. James Rowland, u nder whom the 
second edifice on this site was bu ilt. 
His fu neral, 
in 1854, was the first service held in the new bu ild­ 
ing; his remains were bu ried u nder the belfry, 
and now repose u nder the tower of this chu rch. 
Rev. Mr. Bartlett followed and was pastor fo r 
two years, being su cceeded by Rev. Henry Calhou n, 
who labored throu gh 186~ "ml in a season of spir­ 
itu al refreshing many members were added, among 
whom were the heads of thirty families. Rev. H. R. 
Hoisington occu pied the pu lpit for five years, his 
su ccessor being the scholarly Rev. Samu el Mac- 
Mu llen, who served that congregation for nine years, 
resigning to mak e way for the u nion of the two 
chu rches. 
Early in his pastorate, Mrs. MacMu Ilen 
formed the first Woman's Missionary Society in this 
Presbytery, and remained a devoted member u ntil 
her death two years ago. 
Meanwhile the Central Chu rch had been served 
by the following pasto rs: 
Rev. George Wells, u n­ 
der whom the congregation increased materially, 
and who died while in charge. 
His su ccessor was 
Mr. McKennon, who was followed by Milton A. 
Sack ett. 
In 1 8 5 3 , Mr. George Kalb was called, and 
in 1 8 5 5 the brick chu rch, which is part of the pres­ 
ent Noeck er bu ilding, was dedicated, and at two 
later periods was remodeled and decorated. 
Mr. 
Kalb was given a leave of absence by the congrega­ 
tion to serve as chaplain du ring the w ar and after­ 
wards moved from here to Beliefontaine, where he 
lived and died a few years ago. 
In the fall of 1 8 G4 , the Rev. William MacMillan, 
a man of brilliant attainments, assu med the pas­ 
torate, serving this congregation loyally fo r abou t 
sixteen years. At this time the Sabbath School in­ 
creased to su ch proportions that records show the 
Central Chu rch, thou gh few in nu mbers, had the 
largest Sabbath School in the Old School Synod of 
Colu mbu s. 
In 1882 the congregations reu nited, 
Rev. William Carson leading his people to the First 
Chu rch, remaining as minister for a few months. 
He is now retired and lives in Indianapolis, Ind. 
At the time of the u nion of the two chu rches, 
the chu rch roll showed one hu ndred and ninety- 
eight members. 
Dr. James P. Stratto n then served ou r people for 
fou rteen years, work ing faithfu lly and fervently, 
thu s su ccessfu lly welding the two families into one, 
and the spiritu al condition greatly increased the 
membership. 
Early in his charge a strong Chris­ 
tian Endeavor Society was organized, the first 
movement fo r the practical training of the you ng 
for Christian leadership. 
Dr. Stratto n is now re­ 
tired, and divides his time among his three sons. 
Mr. F. L. Bu llard followed Dr. Stratto n in 1897- 
1902. 
Du ring his pastorate ou r present beau tifu l 
edifice was bu ilt, and dedicated in Janu ary, 1901. 
The congregation then called Dr. David S. Tap- 
pan, a man of sterling qu alities. While he was with 
u s the chu rch debt was paid, and the bu ilding com­ 
pleted by adding the tower. 
While pastor he had 
the great privilege of ordaining his namesak e, 
David S. Tappan, Jr., and later bidding him God­ 
speed to the foreign field, where he has labored at 
Hainan, China, since 1906. His dau ghter Margaret 
has work ed in the Home Field and is now preparing 
herself fo r greater u sefu lness. 
In 1910 Dr. Tappan also ordained Carl Nau - 
mann, who is now serving as a missionary at Hu ng- 
tu ng, Province of Shansi, China. 
Shortly %befort? 
Dr. Tappan left, the Men’s Clu b was organized, and 
after eleven years of faithfu l service, he moved 
with his family to California in the fall of 1913, 
where he recently died. 
In the spring of 1914, the Ladies’ Social Clu b 
was organized, and in May of the same year Dr. 
C. B. Beck es became ou r pastor. 
Throu gh his 
efforts the manse was pu rchased and largely paid 
for. Dr. Beck es organized the Boy Scou t movement 
in Circleville and labored su ccessfu lly to increase

Hog raisers can “k ill two birds with 
one stone' by plowing under barn lots 
and putting in such crops as rye.

sites. such as roundworms, fhe eggs of 
which remain in the soil.

The third centennial of the birth of 
Blaise Pascal, “one of the intellectual 
summits of humanity,** was recently 
celebrated in France. 
Pascal was an 
admirable writer, a penetrating philos­ 
opher, and a marvelous scientist. He 
died at the age of thirty-nine. 
Pascal is said to have been the first 
man who ever made a counting nm- I 
chine that would work perfectly and 
accurately. 
It was then a very dif-j 
lieu 11 and complicated thing to count, 
: - ihe decimal monetary system had 
net yet been Invented. 
Young Blaise undertook to keep his 
father’s accounts. It was then that he 
conceived the idea of making a count­ 
ing machine, says the Detroit News. 
He worked on it ten years, As there 
was no gear system In those days he 
was obliged to make all his pieces 
himself out of blocks of metal, filing 
them to the right shape and size. He 
overcame all difficulties and obtained 
a simple machine which made it pos­ 
sible to make very complicated cal­ 
culations. All counting machines used 
today are based on this same prin­ 
ciple.

NEED 0> MEDICAL RECORDS 


Their Value in Industry I* Empha­ 
sized by United States Health 
Service. 


Industrial medical service from the 
start has grown iu favor and is now 
almost 
universal 
among the larger 
plants of the count i v, says the United 
States 
public 
health 
service. 
The 
same, however, it points out, cannot 
be said in regard to the keeping of j 
medical records. 
The chief complaint 
against record keeping seems to be 
that the information recorded is as­ 
serted not to be worth its cost except 
as a protection to the employer in 
cases of disability that might be con­ 
sidered to be of industrial origin. 
Such a complaint probably results 
from the rapidity with which the sci­ 
ence of industrial hygiene has devel­ 
oped.

trial plants, the records of absence 
from work on account of sickness 
have become most valuable as an In­ 
dex of health conditions in the plant.

the membership of our church. 
He moved to Co­ 
lumbus in the fall of 1919, where he now resides. 
Before Mr. I,ogee came, in September of 1920, 
the manse was remodeled and made into a hand* 
r crane home. 
Since he has been with us the debt 
on the manse has been paid in full, and our church 
decorated and made more worthy for the service 
of the Lord. 
There is much activity among the young people 
and Mr. Logee is untiring in his efforts and zeal to 
build up a strong spiritual church. 
Let us remem­ 
ber that each member should assume his personal 
responsibility and give his hearty co-operation for 
the advancement ot the M aster’s Kingdom in our 
midst. 
During the forty years since the reunion of the 
churches the membership has increased from one 
hundred and ninety-eight to four hundred and fifty, 
notwithstanding the many deaths and removals. It 
is gratifying to record that benevolences have 
steadily increased, especially in the past decade. 
Space forbids mentioning the names of the noble 
men and women who through the century have 
labored and are laboring with hearts, hands and 
means in all departments of the church in this 
our corner of the Lord’s vineyard. 


HISTORICAL SKETCH 
On September 13th, 1822, the first Presbyterian 
Church of Circleville was organized, with William 
burton, pastor, twenty members and two elders; 
meetings for several years were held in the Court 
House. 
In 1828, when the membership was fifty- 
four, a small brick church was built on the present 
site, and after a spiritual revival, fifty-six acces­ 
sions took place. 
Mr. Putnam followed Mr. Burton. 
During his 
pastorate a controversy in the church at large sepa­ 
rated the congregation into New and Old Schools. 
The majority, adhering to the New School, retained 
the present site, while the minority, of about seven­ 
teen, 
peacefully withdrawing, formed 
the 
Old 
School, afterwards known as the Central Church, 
their meetings being held in various places, until 
a small frame church was built on what is now East 
Main Street, near Court. 
In 1844, the First Church called the popular 
and beloved Dr. James Rowland, under whom the 
second edifice on this site was built. 
I tis funeral, 
in 1854, was the first service held in the new build­ 
ing; his remains were buried under the belfry, 
and now repose under the tower of this church. 
Rev. Mr. Bartlett followed and was pastor for 
two years, being succeeded by Rev. Henry Calhoun, 
who labored through 186“. “rd in p season of spir­ 
itual refreshing many members were added, among 
whom were the heads of thirty families. Rev. H. R. 
Hoisington occupied the pulpit for five years, his 
successor being the scholarly Rev. Samuel Mac- 
Mullen, who served that congregation for nine years, 
resigning to make way for the un; im of the two 
churches. 
Early iii his pastorate, Mrs. MacMullen 
formed the first Woman’s Missionary Society in this 
Presbytery, and remained a devoted member until 
her death two years ago. 
Meanwhile the Central Church had been served 
by the following pastors: 
Rev. George Wells, un­ 
der whom the congregation increased materially, 
and who died while in charge. 
His successor was 
Mr. McKennon, who was followed by Milton A. 
Sackett. 
In 1853, Mr. (George Kalb was called, and 
in 1855 the brick church, which is part of the pres­ 
ent NDecker building, was dedicated, and at two 
later periods was remodeled and decorated. 
Mr. 
Kalb was given a leave of absence by the congrega­ 
tion to serve as chaplain during the war and after­ 
wards moved from here to Bellefontaine, where he 
lived and died a few years ago. 
In the fall of 1864, the Rev. William MacMillan, 
a man of brilliant attainments, assumed the pas­ 
torate, serving this congregation loyally for about 
sixteen years. At this time the Sabbath School in­ 
creased to such proportions that records show the 
Central Church, though few in numbers, had the 
largest Sabbath School in the Old School Synod of 
Columbus. 
In 1882 the congregations reunited, 
Rev. William Carson leading his people to the First 
Church, remaining as minister for a few months. 
He is now retired and lives in Indianapolis, Ind. 
At the time of the union of tile two churches, 
the church roll showed one hundred and ninety- 
eight members. 
Dr. James P. Stratton then served our people for 
fourteen years, working faithfully and fervently, 
thus successfully welding the two families into one, 
and the spiritual condition greatly increased the 
membership. 
Early in his charge a strong Chris­ 
tian Endeavor Society was organized, the first 
movement for the practical training of the young 
for Christian leadership. 
Dr. Stratton is now re­ 
tired, and divides his time among his three sons. 
Mr. F. L. Bullard followed Dr. Stratton in 1897- 
1902. 
During his pastorate our present beautiful 
edifice was built, and dedicated in January, 1901. 
The congregation then called Dr. David S. Tap­ 
pan, a man of sterling qualities, While he was with 
us the church debt was paid, and the building com­ 
pleted by adding the tower. 
While pastor he had 
the great privilege of ordaining his namesake, 
David S. Tappan, Jr., and later bidding him God­ 
speed to the foreign field, where he has labored at 
Hainan, China, since 1906.
